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The Merrimac was the world’s 
first armored war vessel—heavy 
steel rails covering a new oak 
frame built to withstand great 
shock and weight. 

On that day in March, 1862, the 
wooden warship became obsolete. 

There had been a great contest 
between the two governments— 
Confederate and Union. Spies had 
revealed the plans of both. The 
Monitor, a ‘‘cheese box on a raft,” 
was a-building in New York. It 
was a naval race. The Confed- 
erates won by one day. 

The titanic battle on March 9 
between the Merrimac and the 
Monitor made naval history. They 
fought for five hours, with the 
Monitor left in control. 

So slow were the nations to | 
change that when Admiral Dewey | 
engaged the Spanish fleet he found | 
them wooden ducks for his gun- | 
ners. We had then the most mod- 
ern fleet in the world. 

Now, without any dramatic bat- 
tle of great and meaningful in- 
tensity, the United States has | 
moved ahead of the’ nations of | 
tne world with her start in atom- 
ic-powered submarines—the bat- 
tleships of the future, and the sea 
wolves of the deep. 

Able to go at the spged of sur- 
face vessels, built to withstand 
great depths, the undersea battle 
craft will be accompanied by the 
smaller submarines, built to do 
the traditional jobs of such ships 
—destroy enemy shipping and _ 
naval craft. The big, two-engined | 
subs will be, in every sense, the | 
battleships of the future. 

The great carriers of the For- | 
restal class are dubious, but nec- | 
essary investments. They will be 
very fast and will maneuver at a 
distance from the battle—sending 
in their jets to do the job.

The reason they are doing so is that 
rven more than before they are con- 
vinced time is on their side. The French 
troubles in North Africa, which @re no 
Youbt assisted in some degree by Com- 
tnunist agents, indicate to them Frarfte 
is being reduced and weakened and can- 
not forever continue to be regarded as 
h fulltime NATO partner. 

* They also know that Egypt and Israel 
anay be pushed into war—which this 
rountry could not ignore, but which Rus- 
tia could. That, too, indicates to the 
Soviets they had best make no conces- 
gions, but wait for time to further em- 
barrass the Western nations with expense 
pnd troubles, diplomatic and economic. 

There is no doubt the Russians have 
impressed much of Europe, especially 
middle Europe with its “smile.” No peo- 
ple in Europe want war. And the Rus- 
sians, by demanding we pull out Dur 
troops and that we make atomic conces- 
fions, are able to make it appear we 
don't want peace as much as they. 

: Nothing much will cofme out of Ge- 
heva. That won’t be too much of a sur- 
prise. Not much was expected. 

. We will go back to the old checker 
bame. We must remain strong, economi- 
cally and militarily, and we must continue 
to demonstrate that we want people to be 
Zree—and at peace. 

* The United Nations remains the only 
place—and, therefore, the best forum for 
such a policy.

Perhaps Urban Renewal 
Will Move Faster Now 


One of the obstacles te Atlanta’s long 
discussed program of urban redevelop- 
ment seems to have been overcome. 

The Atlanta-Fulton County Joint 
Planning Board has announced it has 
retained a firm of planning, consultants 
to make the studies that are necessary 
before the city can apply for federal 
funds to begin the project. 

A definite program must be submit- 
ted to Washington as a basic step in-urban 
renewal. Lack of such a program has 
helped Atlanta’s slums maintain their 
status quo, which seems to be the aim of 
some people anyhow. 

Earlier, the planning. board reported 
that it was so bogged down in work and 
red tape that nothing could be done until 
more persons were hired. Then the board 
found that competent engineers could 
not be hired full time at the salaries of- 
fered. 

Now the board has retained a firm of 
professionals and hopes are high that 
plans will begin shaping up by the first 
of the year. 

Slum clearance is a complicated job 
that must be done with care because of 
the many economic and social questions 
involved. Judging by the time that has 
gone by and the number of words passed 
on the subject, Atlanta is exercising con- 
siderably more than due caution in this 

respect.

Patients Can Be Bleak: 


t can be a wonderful Christmas for 
patients in Georgia mental - institutions 
with your help. 

The Georgia Association for Mental 
Health already has sent out an early ap- 
peal for presents, thousands of them. This 
year the association has ambitious plans 
for a gift for every patient, plus the 
installation of a. television set in every 
ward of the State Hospital at Milledge- 
ville. 

The problem of the mentally ill is a 
growing one. But fortunately the admin- 
istration of Gov. Marvin Griffin and citi- 
zens’ groups such as the Georgia Associa- 
tion for Mental Health have a sincere and 
continuing interest in it. 

Georgia’s problem is part of a national 
one, but is somewhat more complicated 
due.to outdated laws and the lack of 
public facilities for treatment of mental 
illness in its early stages. These facts are 
well known to the public and state offi- 
cials, and it is only a question of time 
until something will be done about it. 

Unti} then; Christmas is coming, and 


few things are sadder than Christmas Day 
in a mental institution. Thousands of the 
patients have been forgotten by their fam- 
ilies and friends. Unless the public re- 
sponds to the mental health group’s plea 
for presents, Christmas to many will be 
just another in a dragging succession of 
dreary days.

Free Wheeling Mailmen 
Are Coming to Atlanta 


The postman on ‘wheels may be here to 
stay. If so it will put an end to a lot of 
bad jokes about bunions, corns, and post- 
men who get so tired in the line of duty 
that they dump their mail sack into a 
sewer eye and take off for home and rest. 

The Atlanta post office soon will try 
out the Mailster, little more than an en- 
closed, three-wheeled motor scooter. It is 
hardly the thing for a family car, but 
seems just right for a variety of spe- 
cialized needs, such as speeding mail de- 
liveries and greatly expanding the terri- 
tory that one man can serve. Atlanta 
postal officials hope to reduce the over- 
head and greatly improve service with 
these little cars. 

Anything that will help keep the 
deficit plagued Post Office Department in 
the black is all to the good, and any- 
thing that will speed up service is equally 
welcome. Apparently three wheeled deliv- 
eries accomplish both those objectives. 

One thing, though. Engine failure now 
must be added to snow, hail and other 
formidable obstacles that do not stay 
these messengers in their appointed 
rounds. 


Scientists Go Hunting 
In Neanderthal Style 


Georgia scientists have come up with 
the neatest trick of the year as a means 
of redistributing the animal population. 

A team from the University of Geor- 
gia, properly chaperoned by a state game 
and fish man recently went deer hunt- 
ing out of season. The locale was one of 
the sea islands suffering from a deer sur- 
plus. . 

Their methods were primitive but 
their aim highly civilized and legal. Their 
weapons were poisoned darts, tropical 
jungle style, but the poison only anes- 
thetized, rather than killed the quarry. 

While in a state of blissful uncon- 
sciousness, the deer were deloused, dosed 
with penicillin for general health pur- 
poses, and hauled to a truck for transpor- 
tation to parts where deer are rare. 

The drugged dart routine has infinite 
possibilities for game research and: re- 
stocking. Funny, though, how science 
keeps rediscovering the uses and virtues 
of things well known to the most primi- 
tive peoples.

It is becoming more and more apparent that Sen. Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, is in the first rank of our leaders in foreign policy. He has 
made the pattern the Eisenhower administration is following in the 
efforts being made to establish a workable peace plan. 


Called to Washington for confer- 
ences preceding the meeting of the 
foreign ministers’ opening in Ge- 
neva on Oct. 27, Sen. George told 
a press conference that the domi- 
nating issue of the world today is 
peace and he added that there is 
hope the upcoming Big Four talks 
at Geneva “will be productive of 
much good.” 

“The greatest opportunity of the 
century to do something for the 
stability of the world is now at 
hand, if we have the courage to 
grasp it,’’ he said. "It's a matter 
of vision and courage.” 

Sen. George said that Secretary 
of State Dulles, in going to the 
foreign ministers’ meeting, has 
the support of top congressional! 
leaders of both parties, although 
he emphasized he prefers the des- 
ignation ‘‘nonpartisan” rather 
than bipartisan.”’ 

At the Geneva meeting will be 
taken up three principal topics, in- 
cluding (1) unification of Ger- 
many, (2) disarmament, and (3) 
East-West trade and communica- 
tion. ‘ 

This new series of conferences 
follows the ‘‘summit” meeting at- 
tended by President -Eisenhower 
and the chiefs of state of France. 
Russia and Great Britain in July 
of this year. 

It was Sen. George who insisted 
that Big Four talks be held in a 
Search for a formula for world 
peace and he is generally credited 
with having inspired this major 
world effort to end the cold war. 


Leaders of both parties look to 
Sen. George for leadership in mat- 
ters concerning our relations with 
other nations. In fact, leaders all 
over the world have come to feel 
that Sen. George has the vision 
and the courage to outline plans 
for building a permanent peace. 
They feel that he can propose « 
pattern that this country will fol- 
low in its efforts to bring an end 
to the cold war and break down 
barriers that have existed among 
nations. 

The Georgia senator, through 
long experience in the Senate and 
by reason of having been a close 
student of foreign affairs for many 
years, is fully qualified to speak 
with authority and his reasoning 
is So sound that he commands 
great respect bere and abroad. 

It is seldom that any member of 
Congress attains the position now 
held by Sen. George, particularly 
when he is a member of a party 
which is different from that of the 
administration then in power. But 
Sen. George has cut across party 
lines and his opinion and judg- 
ment are sought by the Eisenhow- 
er administration as often, proba- 
bly more often, than that of Re 
publican leaders.

President Eisenhower recently invited leading : 
sports personalities to an informal session at the White House where 
they talked about the fact that too many Americans are spectators 
and too few are participants in athletics. 


The President, of course, does 
not expect that every American 
will become a leading sports fig- 
ure. But he is concerned that more 
and more Americans, especially 
the young, should engage actively 
in sporting competitions. This is es- 
sential for the maintenance of our 
national physical health. 


Participation in sports not only 
helps to maintain physical health. 
It also teaches cooperation, team 
work, an appreciation of the rules 
of the game and the ability to win 
and lose with integrity. 

But we are mere spectators not 
only in athletics; most of us are 
also too easily satisfied to be mere 
spectators when it comes to pol- 
itics, Community work and church 
activities. We scream from the 
bleachers but we seldom get into 
the field. We cheer from the side- 
lines but we hesitate to assume an 
active responsibility. 

There are several reasons for 
our failure to participate. Some 
people don’t think they ‘have the 
capabilities, yet they never really 
know because they have made no 
reel attempt to make a place on 
the community or church “team.” 
Or, being indifferent or indolent or 
just lazy, they resign themselves 
by saying, ‘“‘Let George do it.’’ Or, 
having once participated and hav- 
ing served, as they believe, their 
turn, they sit back and say that 
they have alr@ady done their duty.

There has come in.the last couple of months 
a change in the highway death rate in Georgia. 
At the end of August the state had recorded 37 
more deaths than had occurred in 


Now, through Oct. 25, 
"4 and '55. 

Deaths in October are running 31 
per cent below those in October 
of last year, 53 as compared with 
84, in the first 25 days. 

This decline is heartening, but 
the fact 782 persons have left this 
world via Georgia’s highways is 
staggering. There are hundreds of 
towns in Georgia that don’t have 
that many people in them. If 782 
people were killed in one sinele 
disaster, the State, the nation, and 
the world would be shocked. but 
the steady dropdrop of human 
erosion on the highways goes on in 
comparative obscurity. 

But it is good that the highway 
death rate is declining in Georgia, 
even if it is minutely. Set. H.-C. 
English of the state patrol's head- 
quarters in Atlanta says gas con- 
surnption in the state through Au- 
gust was Up approximately 7 per 
cent. This increase in travel has 
nat been matched by an increase 
in highway deaths.
